The Editor: 

I have been a resident of 
St. Albert for 11 years and 
arm still waiting for a good 
community skating rink with 
music and facilities. Why is 
it that the town caters to 
possibly 300 youngsters who 
are in figure skating classes 
and playing hockey? This is a 
pretty small minority in a 
town of 11,000, 

Where are the rest of us 
supposed to go skating? The 
hockey rinks are out of 
bounds most of the time 
Cexcept maybe when school 
is in session - in which 
case you can go and skate 
around and around in dead 
Silence all by yourself), 
There are apparently four 
rinks beside the four hockey 
rinks which are ideal forthe 
little ones who are learning 
to skate, But these rinks are 
not big enough for a teen- 
ager or an adult who can 
skate and likes to get out 
and move for the exercise. 

Skating is anexcellent 
sport in that it provides 


exercise and fresh air, and 
it is avery pleasant pastime 
particularly if there is good 
music to skate to. There 
seems to be a lot of talk to 
get the teen centre in opera- 
tion, give the teens a place 
to go and something to do, 
keep them off the roads with 
their cars, keep them in St, 
Albert,’’ 

Well, why inheavens name 
doesn’t the town or somebody 
in it get busy and put ina 
proper community rink of 
good size with music and 
concession facilities, etc? 
Teen-agers and adults are 
flocking by the dozens every 
day of the week to Edmonton 
to go skating, I’m sure every
